Miss Bentley, mentioned . by 
Chambers, igs the young woman 
who told a sensational story last 
week of collecting information for 
the Russians from scores of gov- 
ernment employes during the war. 

She and Chambers both describe 
themselves as former Communists 
who turned against the party and 
‘went to Federal authorities with 
their stories.

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Peacetime 
‘Profiteers 


WASHINGTON, (?) Presi- 
dent Truman. proposed to Con- 
gress today a $4,300,000,000 ex- 
cess profits tax. One of its con- 


signed to protect the public from 
“peacetime profiteers.” 

Representative Dingell (D- 
Mich), said he will introduce the 
tax bill tomorrow. He issued a 
statement saying: 

“With corporate profits after 
taxes nearly 100 per cent above 
the level of peak war year 1943, 
the consuming public is entitled 
to protection from the peace- 
time profiteers.” 

Rep. Knutson (R-Minn), chair- 
man of the House Ways and, 
Means committee, told reporters: 

“There will be no tax legfsla- 
tion in this special session of 
Congress. An excess profits tax 
may have been necessary during 
the war, but as a peacetime tax 
it is no good.” 

The bill is patterned after the 
| wartime excess profits tax. The 
| exemptions, however, are larger 
and the graduated tax consider- 
| ably softer than the 85.5 per 
cent wartime excess profits levy. 

Dingell said it was designed 
to affect the larger corporations,

Corona, a war- 
time polio and paraplegic hospi- 
tal, has only 200 disabled service- 
men now. It had 4,000 beds during 
the war.

a tion of Andrew R. Morrison? Or, not at all? Or, only as a 
businessmen’s organization? 

Everyone who knows Mr. Morrison realizes the city is 
fortunate in being able to have him and to profit by his 
many contacts and by his natural ability as a planner and 
as a producer. Many businessmen and other residents of the 
community are “sold” on the civic organizaiion and want it 
maintained on a sound and at least mildly-aggressive basis. 

Basically, the chamber is in a far better position to be 
of service today than it has for many, many years. 

If it is to be maintained, however, a wider basis must 
be made for its support. Those in the chamber entrusted 
with this responsibility are now studying a new plan on 
which to base membership fees. 

If it is to be truly a chamber of commerce, an active 
promotional organization and giving service to the community 
as a whole, membership fees must come from many resi- 
dents as well as business firms. The chamber of commerce 
is for the community, not just the business district. 

If it is not to be maintained as a chamber of commerce, 
then it may be operated only to promote the interests of the 
business district. 

As has been pointed out the fate of the chamber rests 
with the community. 

Every modern, progressive city needs an active public- 
service chamber of commerce. Upland has the right per- 
sonnel in the chamber and the chamber has a program of 
development that is acceptable to most residents. 

We cannot afford to do otherwise than to maintain the 

city's promotional organization.

The cold war between Soviet 
Russia and the democracies had 
its genesis in ideology — aggres- 
sive Communism bent on world 
conquest — but its outcome is go- 
ing to be determined by economic 
factors. 

Of course military power will 
play an important part, hut that is 
based on economic well-be‘ng. As 
for ideology, man i1s_ given to 
thinking with his stomach. His 
ideological leanings are likely to 
be decisively influenced by the 
amount of food (plus a corre- 
sponding allotment of other neces- 
sities) available for his family. 

That is the significance of the 
Marshall plan, and it dominates 
the whole crisis. The task of the 
demoeracies is to hold the present 
“military front” through central 
Europe on its feet economically. 

Actually the three major de- 
mocracies in Germany — America, 
Britain and France — haven't any- 
thing like as great military 
strength in the field as has Rus- 
sia. However, the potential strik- 
ing power which the democracies 
could develop is greater than that 
which the Soviet could produce in 
the same length of time. So we 
have a “cold” war instead of a 
“hot” one. 

The task of the democracies, 
therefore, is to hold along the so- 
called Stettin-Adriatic “battle 
line” across Europe’ while the 
Marshall plan does its job. That 
will restore the ability of the de- 
mocracies to provide « themselves 
with the military power for de- 
fense against armed aggression. 
America plans on performing this 
hat-trick in four years so that she
